River. That is most likely true as the Gulf Coast had many privateers who owned locally built 
ships. 


We have located a schooner built at Pascagoula in 1814 named Little Sally. On July 
25, 1822 the vessel was registered No. 62 at New Orleans with the owner listed as Jean 
Francois Dodart of New Orleans and the Master as Peter Lafitte. (Pierre Lafitte was the brother 
of Jean Lafitte.)
